5.5 percent use buses or streetcars, 
3.5 percent go by railroad, subway or 
taxi. The rem aining 2.3 percent were 
unaccounted for. 
Now Ochiltree County is like Jones 
County, their subway system is still in 
the planning stages, their taxi and bus 
service is lacking and it has been 
som e tim e since the last passenger 
train has carried anybody to work. 
As Harold points out in his column, 
the percentage of people in Ochiltree 
County who ride automobiles to work 
is mighty close to IOO percent There

may be a few souls who walk, but 
there are mighty few. 
Since these people in New York are 
only going by the governm ent 
statistics, they have no idea how 
people in West Texas get to work or 
for that m atter if there are any people 
in West Texas. 
What it all boils down to is that fact 
that you have to wonder about these 
government statistics that are always 
being used to prove or disprove 
things. If the bulk of government 
statistics are no better than these, 
then it is no wander that the country is 
in such bad shape. 
With statistics like these it is no 
wonder the government makes such a 
mess of trying to control inflation, 
unemployment, or anything else. 


In looking over most of the weekly 
newspapers in West Texas I find that 
what to do with garbage and trash 
seems to be one 
of the major 
problems facing most of the cities 
around the state. It w ill likely be the 
next big problem facing our local city 
dads. Hopefully, they will be able to 
have the sewer problem under control 
before they are faced with the gar­ 
bage problem. 
But this problem of garbage and 
trash has been a major headache 
since the cities have had to stop 
burning and have gone to landfill 
operations. The next problem will be 
that after the first of the year there 
can be no more burning of trash at 
home. This will increase the already 
over loaded garbage service here in 
Hamlin as it will all over West Texas. 
From what we can tell from looking 
over the papers around the state, 
most cit les are taking a long hard look 
at containerization. This is the system 
where the big containers are placed 
up and down me alleys fui residents 
to put trash in. 
The biggest 
problem 
with 
this 
method is that it is very expensive to 
install and people in some areas such 
as Abilene have opposed it for a 
variety of reasons. 
But the advantages are many, such 
as a 60 percent cut in labor force, 
more sanitary conditions, no dog 
problems, one-man operation, better 
working conditions for employees, 
more rapid collection of garbage, and 
the method is said to pay for itself in 
approximately five years.
